The death of Miss Sarah Horton, 


one of the most prominently known 
club women and educators in the 
Eastbay cities, occurred last night 
at the home of her sister, Mrs. R. 
M. Anthony, 964 Forty-eighth street 
Miss Horton, who belonged to an 
early pioneer family in 
Oakland, 


established one of the first private 
schools in this city. For more than 
a quarter .of a century it has been 
considered among the most exclus- 
ive institutions in Alameda county. 
Established at Twelfth and Filbert 
streets in the heart of the fashion- 
able district, it was removed a few 
years ago to Palm and Perkins ave- 
nues where a handsome edifice was 
erected.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 7.—Presi- 


dent Wilson, it became known today, 
will recommend that Congress appro- 
priate $150,000,000 to be used

fedeing the starving people ot Poland 
and other states on the Bolshevik 
frontier. 


This appropriation has been urged 


by Herbert Hoover, General Bliss and 
others in close touch with the situa- 
tion in that part of Europe. 
' The matter of making the appro- 
priation is before Congress at pres- 
ent. 
Wilson -is not expected to send 


a hole to Congress, but will suggest 
to individuals members that the ap-

Bliss told the committee the loan

starvation In Austria, Poland, and 
Armenia and urged immediate ac- 
tion. 
The domestic financial situ- 
ation was cut short so he might at- 
tend, the regular cabinet meeting.
